HOLLYWOOD (A P) — Dan 
Blocker, whose portrayal of the 
gentle, hulking Hoss Cartw right

Blocker once said the amount 
of money he m ade ($30,000 for 
each “ Bonanza” episode) was 
“ absolutely im m oral.” And of 
devoting most of his career to 
one part he once rem arked, 
“ Let’s face it. I sold out. For 
money.”

The drive to Bastogne and 
Checkmate was made by 2,000 
South Vietnamese infantrymen. 
Helicopters took some of them 
to the ridge lines. Others ad­ 
vanced on foot behind a shield 
of artillery and strikes by U.S. 
B52 bombers and fightcr-bomb- 
ers. 
On the central front, North 
Vietnamese

destroyed 
two culverts on Highway 19, 
leading from the coast to the 
highlands, and cut the road 15 
miles east of Plciku.

What do 
doctors think of this new idea?

Dear Mr. P.: 
The relatively new science of 
biofecdback is indeed exciting. 
Every new scientific concept is 
important. But there always are 
groups of people who become 
overenthusiastic supporters of a 
new idea and become part of 
the 
avant 
garde. 
Mature 
students wait for studies to be 
verified before going overboard 
with now trends. 
Biofeedback 
can 
loosely be 
dscribed as a studied techni­ 
que by which the human being 
control involuntary functions of 
of the body. This might include 
control over the heart beat, the 
budy temperature, reactions to 
pain, diminished responses to 
fear and anxiety, and even the 
circulatory system. 
Just as electrical vibrations 
of the heart can be studied with 
an electrocardiogram, so can 
electrical vibrations of the brain 
be 
studied 
with 
an 
elec­ 
troencephalogram. 
With the latter, or the EEG, 
wave patterns known as "lelta” 
waves 
arc 
important 
in 
the 
diagnosis 
of 
epilepsy, 
brain 
tumors, and other conditions. 
Groups 
of 
other 
waves, 
“ alpha,” “ beta,” and “ theta” 
waves, can be brought under 
a person’s control with special 
training. 
A 
number 
of 
biofeedback 
machines arc now available by 
which 
the 
control of these 
waves can be studied. 
Within the framework of bio­ 
feed bail* 
training, 
lies 
con­ 
siderable promise for significant 
control of the 
physical 
and 
emotional functions of the body. 
It 
is 
said 
t h a t 
severe 
migraine, tension 
headaches, 
some 
eases 
of 
high 
blood 
pressure, insomnia, and even 
aithamtic attacks 
may even­ 
tually be modified by the newer 
knowledge of biofeedback. 
I must issue 
a very special 
note of warning. “ Biofeedback 
“ schools” 
and 
“ expe-rts” 
are 
cropping up everywhere. Many 
of these are another form 
of 
exploitation of the gullible. 
The 
greatest 
danger 
of 
“ treatm ent” by “ specialists” in 
the new science is that 
there 
is a delay in bringing emotional 
and physical problems to the 
proper attention of physicians 
and psychiatrists, 
Biofeedback is not a game. 
It is not a fun fad. It is a 
serious concept that should be 
used 
only 
by 
highly trained 
experts.

Under Scrutiny 


WASHINGTON (A P) — The 
Senate Finance Committee has 
adopted new provisions in the 
Social Security-welfare reform 
bill in hopes of cutting down on 
welfare chiseling. 
One 
provision would 
elim i­ 
nate a regulation of the D epart­ 
ment of Health, Education and 
Welfare that perm its a welfare 
applicant to get on the rolls 
simply by filing a declaration 
of need. Another would require 
that all welfare cases be in­ 
vestigated thoroughly for eligi­ 
bility every two years. 
A third provision would pe­ 
nalize states which allow large 
num bers of ineligibles to get on 
their welfare rolls. States which 
allowed ineligibles to exceed 3 
per cent of its total caseload 
would lose one percentage point 
of federal matching funds for 
each percentage point of in­ 
eligibles above 3 per cent.

“ We will see if man then died 
of the same things we did,” 
says Dr. Martin Mandel!, a 48- 
year-old neurologist who is a 
consultant in the unusual proj­ 
ect. “ 1 have a good idea they 
may have, but I don't think 
they lived long enough to devel­ 
op some of the diseases we’re 
now getting.” 
The subject of the autopsy 
will l>e one of three mummies 
which have been X-rayed at the 
museum. None is a pharoah or 
a queen—just an ordinary citi­ 
zen of ancient Egypt.
